Increasing use of trucks for freight transportation and 
busses for passenger traffic has resulted in decreased use of 
steam coal, as well as inroads of fuel oil and natural gas. In 
1923 railroad tonnage of bituminous coal used was 2,860,986 tons, 
or 92 per cent, of the total tonnage shipped. In 1936 railroad 
tonnage was 1,667,092, or 82 per cent, of the total tonnage 
shipped. 


To put it more plainly in 15 years there has been a steady 
decrease almost every year. There were 1,193,834 tons less re¬ 
quired by railroads in 1936 than in 1923, so figure it out in 
wages per ton, and it will be easily seen why it is impossible 
for all mine workers in Alberta to get a steady wage. Yet there 
are merchants in the Pass towns who still use trucks instead of 
the railroad to bring in their goods, thus helping still more to 
decrease the use of coal.
